McKlnler Delegate* Seated In Nearly 
Every Cane ■ Colored Delegate* Will Be 
Properly Cared For While In St. Lo nil. 
The Convention Hall Dedicated— Con- 



St. Louis, June 11.— The meeting of 
the national Republican committee to 
decide for teats in the national conven- 
tion absorbed the general interest in 
affairs pertaining to the convention 
yesterday. There were no important 
arrivals except committeo members and 
they were so concerned with the pro- 
ceedings of tho committee that they de- 
clined generally to give attention to 
other questions. The proceedings were 
of a harmonious character, and while 
there was evidence that there was 
genuine feeling in behalf of the various 
candidates thin feeling did not at any 
time take on personally oggressive 
form. 

The en tire day's session was given up 
to the Alabama contests, which* in- 
volved the seats of the four delegates at 
large and all of the nine districts except 
the Second, making 22 seats that were 
in dispute. Tho contests were all de- 
cided except those from the Third and 
Fifth districts, in which hearings were 
postponed on account of the absence of 
either contestants or contestees. Tho 
points at issue in the Sixth and Eighth 
districts were settled outside the com- 
mittee and the contost in both instances 
withdrawn. The issue was presented 
to the committee in all other cases. 

Of the 18 delegates whose cases were 
decided either by vote of the committeo 
or by withdrawal 16 are for McKinley 
nnd two for Reed for president. There 
was no division upon any of the con- 
tests, except that mode in the case of 
the delegates at large, and this was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Vaughn, 
or McKinley delegates, and against the 
Moseley or anti-McKinley men. 

The evening session was presided 
over by Vice Chairman M. H. De- 
Young. The Georgia contest on the 
delegates at large was taken up and R. 
R. Wright, a colored man, and one of 
the contestants was heard in favor of 
seating the contestants, who aro him- 
self and J. E. Hetherington in place of 
J. U. Doveax, H. A. Rucker. f 

The names of A. E. Buck and H. L. 
Johnson were presented by both delega- 
tions and they were not oontested. Mr. 
Wright claimed that 276 of the 850 del- 
egates to the state convention were 
present at the convention by which he 
and Hetherington wore chosen. 

W. H. Smytho appeared for the con- 
testees and contended that the conven- 
tion by which Doveaux and Ruckor 
were chosen was the regular one, and 
that the other was merely a inassmeet- 
ing. 

On motion of Mr. Sutherland of New 
York tho Doveaux- Rucker delegation 
was seated without a word of debate. 
Both Doveaux and Ruckor are McKin- 
ley men, though not instructed. 

There were three district contests 
from Georgia, which woro tho First, 
Ninth and Eleventh. In the First dis- 
trict S. B. Morse and M. J. Doil claimed 
to bo the regular delegates and they 
were oontested by S. O. Oherry and R. 
W. White. Both contestants and cou- 
testees are friendly to McKinley. Morse 
and Doil wore seated. 

The Ninth district contest was passed 
and that from the Eleventh taken up. 
In tho Eleventh W. H. Matthews and 

D. M. Outlaw, both colored and both 
instructed for Rood, contested the seats 
awarded by the district convention to 
S. M. Scarlett and William Jones, both 
colorod and both instructed for MoKin* 
ley. Jones ami Scarlett woro souto 1. 

Tho totals of the day's work was 24 
delegates disposed, 18 in Alubuuia and 
six in Georgia. Of tho 24 delegates 
Mated all but two favor McKinley. 

\Vliilo the o inunlt tee was In milon 
Messrs. Keunard, chairman of the local 
i 'I >i a a tit toe on arrangements for the con- 
vention, and Major Rainwater, chair- 
man of the hotel committee, were 
granted a hearing to make a statement 
concerning tho report that colored dele- 
gates would not be given acoommoda 
tions at tho St. Louis hotels. Thoy 
stated that tho leading hotels had 
agreed to take core of delegates regard- 
less of color and that St. Louis was pre- 
pared to make good all her ante-con- 
veution promises. Thoy said that the 
statement to tho effect that the color 
lino was to be drawn to the extent of 
crowding the colored delegates out of 
the hotels which had been sent to tho 
country were without authority and 
asked that the committee take stops to 
correct the misapprehension which had 
been created. 

The convention hall was dedicated 
last night by impressive services and in 
the presence of a large number of peo- 
ple, who will soo the inside of the build - 
lug for the only time during tho oou- 
vention. Senator Garter and Other 
members of the uationul committee and 
some of the most prominent people of 
the city occupied seats on the stage. 
The services consisted of vocal and in- 
strumental music and speeches made by 
Governor W. K. Stone, Hon. M. Keu- 
nard, chairman of the local committee; 
Mayor O. P. Waldbridge and Governor 

E. O. Stanard. 

The advocates of the free and unlim- 
ited ooinage of silver will hold a meet- 
ing t > compare views and discuss the 
proper line of proceeding when the con- 
vention raeeta. The meeting will bo in- 
formal and it U expected that it will be 
attended by the delegatee and .national 



committeemen present rrom the states 
of California, Colorado, Utah, Montana. 
Nevada, Idaho, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Washington und Oregon. It 
is the desire of the movers of tho meet- 
ing, of which Colonel Isaac Trumbo of 
Utah is tho head, to tcj to get united 
action in behalf of the free coinage of 
silver and of a positive declaration for 
the protection of wool and lead ore, all 
these statos being interested in ono or 
the other of these industries. Colonel 
Trumbo says they will demand a specific 
declaration for a duty of 8 or 
10 cents a pound on wool and 
for tho ooinago of all the silver 
offered at tho ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the co-operation of other 
nations. There has been some effort to 
secure the co-operation of tho southern 
delegates in this movement, but it has 
not so for been successful. 

AGRICUL TURAL REPORT. 

Condition of Winter and Spring Wheat 
and Other Growing Cereal*. 

Washington, Juno 11.— Agricultural 
department crop report gives out the 
following information on tho condition 
of growing crops: 

Acreage of wheat. Percentages of 
areas harvested lost year have been ob 
tained from a greatly enlarged list of 
correspondents, inquiries being ad 
dressed in particular to 15,000 of the 
principal millers throughout the coun 
try, to whose careful comparison of 
present acreage with that of previous 
years many corrections of the prelim- 
inary eetiniato of December last are 
due. 

There has been' some diminution of 
winter wheat area owing to the total 
failure of tho crop in some sections, tho 
ground being plowed up for spring 
wheat or oats. These returns reduced 
to acres gives for the principle winter 
states: California, 8,011,000; Kansas, 
2,684,000; Ohio, 2,422,000; Indiana, 
2,294,000; Illinois, 1,906,000; Missouri, 
1,418,000; Pennsylvania, 1,289,000; Mich- 
igan, 1,202,000. Total winter area, 22,- 
794,000. 

Spring wheat states: Minnesota, 
8,200,000; North Dakota, 2,530.000; 
S.ntli Dakota, 2,463,000; Nebraska, 
1,224,000. Total spring area, 11,826,- 
000. From Minnesota tho department 
agent reports much larger area than in 
1895, partly owing to the plowing up of 
fields of winter wheat and ryo, but 
principally to tho fact that formers in 
creased spring wheat area at the ex- 
pense of other crops, considering it a 
better investment that oats, rye or corn. 

Since the May report the OOOditi SM 
of winter wheat has fallen 4.8 points, 
that of June being 77.9 against 82.7 ou 
May 1. The percentages of tho prin- 
cipal states are: Pennsylvania, 70; Ken- 
tucky. 65; Ohio, 50; Michigan, 73; In- 
diana, 70; Illinois, 87; Missouri, 80; 
Kansas, 85; California, 98. 

Tho condition of spring wheat indi- 
cates a prosperous yield that closely ap- 
proximates a full or normal crop, the 
average for the country being 09.9 per 
cent. Tho average for tho year 1895 
was 97.8. The averages for the priuci- 
spring wheat stutes aro as follows: 
iunesota, 92; Wisconsin, 110; Iowa, 
108; Nebraska, 105, South Dakota, 11 1 ; 
North Dakota, 103; Washington, 86; 
Oregon, 95. 

Tho percentage of the combined win- 
tor and spring wheat acreage is 101, 
and the condition of all wheat is 87.6. 

The preliminary report places tho 
acreage of oats at 98.9 per cent of last 
year's area and the general condition at 
98.8, against 848, same date 1895. 

Tho acreage of rye is 96.9 of last 
year's, the condition of same being 80.2, 
against 85.7 hist year. 

The acreage of barloy is 89.9 per cout 
of tho area of 1895, and its condition 
stands at 98 per cent. 

From Europe a prevailing lack of rain 
is reported, with injury to crops gen- 
erally in Spain, Italy and Groat Brit- 
ain. Hay and post aro injurv iu Franco 
but wheat especially is abundant. 

Prospects average in Austria, Hun- 
gary, Roumuuiu and Bulgaria; no 1 
tionally good in Germany and Ru.-siu. 

NARROW ESC A P E ~V R O M~ D~R OWN I N G. 

Two Small MoMtjulto Him til Cilual r.t <l ill tho 
Inlet at Atlantic City. 

New Yohk, June 11.— Struck by a 
sudden squall of wind two small mos- 
quito boats capsized in tho inlet at At 
lantic City yesterday afternoon nnd the 
occupants narrowly escaped death by 
drowning. The boats contained a pleas- 
ure party composod of Lawyer 8. Cam 
erou Hiuklo, Miss Rotta Jordan, daugh 
ter of A. M. Jordan, superintendent of 
the Atlantic Sewerage company; Wil 
liani H. BaTtlett, president of tho Bart 
lett Jce company; Mrs. E. A. Maguire 
und Miss Margaret Van Waggoner, a 
society belle of Patersou. 

Thelittlo boats were overturned in 
an instant and tho oocupauts thrown 
into the water, which was running to 
soa with the speed of a mill race. The 
throe women were carried far away 
from the boats, but the men quickly 
struck ont to tho rescue. Lawyer 
Hinkle reached Miss Jordan just as she 
was sinking, while Bartlett secured a 
hold upon Mrs. Maguire and Miss Van 
Waggoner. Then began a battle for 
life and they were fast becoming ex- 
hausted when one of the overturned 
boats drifted within reach. All five 
managed to secure a hold on it and 
were rescued after a hard struggle. 

The same squall upset leveral other 
fishing parties, but no serious injury 
was iufl\cted.

ALL WERE FOR THE DEFENSE. 



Some of Them Badly Mixed Up by the 
Itlgld Croaa-Queatlona — The Character of 
Other* Impeached-Walllng* Leading 
Lawyer Not Able to Fiatah the Com, He- 
Ins Serloaily 111. 

Cincinnati, June 11. — Colonel George 
Washington, Waiting's leading counsel, 
is ill, too ill to be in attendance at th 
trial of his client. He is suffering from 
nervous prostration superinduced by 
overwork. Mr. Shepherd, Walling'* 
counsel from Hamilton, O., is conduct 
ing the defense, assisted by L. J. Craw 
ford, who so ably defended Scott Jack 
son in tho face of such extreme dirhcul 
ties. 

John Locke, the farmer, upon whost 
promises the headless body of Pearl 
Bryan was discovered, was the first 
witness. He described tho finding of 
the body, the topography of the local- 
ity, the density of the privet bushes, 
and with tho aid of photograph showed 
each juror separately and individually 
where George Jackson says the uncon- 
scious woman was carried over the 
fence and through Farmer Stone's 
premises to the place where the body 



to the 
was discovered. 

Dr. James Rothenbush, a dentist, 
from Hamilton, O., testified to Wait- 
ing's good reputation. He said that 
Walling was at his office performing 
operative destistry ou Monday after- 
noon, Feb. 3. Under cross-examination 
ho Baid thut he hod written but one let- 
ter to Walling. Colonel Nelson pro- 
duced five letters, all of which he ac- 
knowledged writing, and amended his 
first statement by stating ho liad refer- 
ence to the time following Waiting's 
arrest. 

Attorney Shepherd objected to the in- 
troduction of the letters, and in argu- 
ment to have the objection overruled 
Colonel Nelson said he desired to im- 
peach the character of the witness, as 
well as the defendant, by the letters, 
and could show by the correspondence 
that tho witness had a low idea of mor- 
ality and of life. Judge Helm ruled the 
letters out. 

Tho witness was askod if he knew 
May Smith, but tho court ruled tho 
question improper. The other questions 
of the prosecution all ruled improper in- 
dicated that May Smith corresponded 
with tho witness and defondaut. May 
Smith was Walliug's sweetheart. 

Dr. Caldwell, Phillip Rothenbush of 
Hamilton, O., Dr. Sparks. John Smnlloy 
and O. S. Dubois of Greenfield, Iud., 
testified to the good reputation enjoyed 
by Walling at the places where they 
reside. 

Benjamin McGraw, a conductor on 
the CJueen and Crescent railroad, testi- 
fied that his attention was called to a 
young mun aud woman at the Grand 
Central depot by Watchman Patrick 
Kinney, and that tho young man was 
not Alonzo Walling. Watchman Kin- 
ney positively identified Walling as the 
man, and snid that the young woman in 
whoso company he was resembled Pearl 
Bryan's photograph. 

Charles Biltz, who mado a test run 
from Fort Thomas to Newport over the 
route Coachman Jackson followed, testi- 
fied that he did not run over the route, 
but walked. Ho encountered three 
creeks, 14 fences, one or two stone walls 
and a public road. 

Henry Reusch testified that ho drove 
the gray horse and rockaway over the 
route said to have been taken by Jack- 
son. Ho had three passengers. The 
horse stalled on tho three-mile hill 
The trip from George and Elm to tlu 
scene of tho murder took t\v<> hours, 
lacking two and oac-half minute*. 
The horse was driven as fast us possible. 

Harry C. Martin, a liverymon of Ml 
McMillan street, Walnut Hills, laid: 
"At 4 o'closk on Friday afternoon, Jan. 
81, a stranger got off a Walnut Hiils 
cablecar and came to my stable to in- 
quire about prices. When I told him 
what they wore, ho asked if that was 
the best I could do. I said it was, and 
he left tho stable very abruptly, going 
across to Chester Mullen's. He w 
not Alonzo Walling." 

Hubbard Schwartz, a newspaper re- 
porter, said ho interviewed John Foster 
of Bellevue before tho trials and Fos- 
ter gavo a ridiculous description of 
Walling. 

Schwartz timed Alf Courts over a 
port of the course when he ran from 
Fort Thomas to Major Widdefield's 
house in Mount Auburn. It took 
Courts 43 minutes to run from the hill 
just bock of Newport to the Widdefleld 
residence. 

Courts then took the stand, stating 
that he is the champion long-distant ie 
runner of the south. The trip from 
Fort Thomas to Mount Auburn took 
two hours. 

Upon cross-examination Colonel Nel- 
son asked Courts: "Do you know how 
'Possum' Bony lost his life?" 

The defense objected in vain, and 
Courts answered that Berry wus shot 
dead while supposed to be stealing 
chickens. 

"Who was with him?" demanded 
Nelson. 
"I was." 

The deposition of E. L. Hackelman, 
dental student at the Ohio dental col- 
lege, stated that Huckelmau and Wall- 
iug were together in the college dissect- 
ing room the some Friday evening of 
the murder. Later Haokelmau met 
Walling on the street and they walked 
about until 9 o'clock that night. 

Fred Albion's deposition was read. 
On the Thursday night before the mux- 
der Fred Albion said he was with Wall- 
ins from 9 o'cJock untU I o'clock. They 



went rrom Lawrence's barbel inop to 
the McNevin house, Walling buying u 
BSfik of apples on the way. Walling 
went to the dining room, Albion up- 
stairs. In a few minutes they went to 
tho Atlantic Garden. Walling slept at 
Heider's. On the night of the murder 
Albion says ho and Walling were at the 
McNevin house. 

Court adjourned at 4:55 on Shepherd's 
motion. He says he will finish today.

Frospect of the Madrid fioTcrnment 
Granting Home Itule to Cuba. 

Madrid, June H.— In official circles 
here tho report is denied that Spain has 
received a note from the United Stuti 
suggesting friendly intervention in 
Cuba. Tt is also alleged that the Havana 
correspondent of tho London Times was 
misled when ho cabled to his paper 
that there was much talk in official cir 
cles of arraugiug tho question of con 
ceding homo rule, and that tho Cubans 
woultl accept if the United States guar 
anteed Spain's compliance. It is stated 
that Cubans insist upon complete inde 
peudence. and that home rule would u> A 
content them. 

A dispatch received here from Ha 
vana says that tho administration then 
is in serious financial trouble. The pay 
of tho Spanish troops is reported to be 
three months in arrears sad, conse- 
quently, the soldiers are believed to be 
discontented. 

Another dispatch from Cuba says 
that the insurgents recently exploded a 
dynamite mine, wounding eight Span 
iurds. 



Gen. Lee Dlnea With Gen. Weyler. 
Havana, June 11.— United States 
Consul General Lee dined yesterday 
with Captain General Weyler, sitting 
at his host's right hand, while Mr. Wil 
liams, the retiring consul general of tin 
United States, sut ut his left. General 
Weyler's other guests were Spanish 
officers. There was a courteous ex- 
change of hopes for tho conclusion of 
peace. Captain General Weyler ex- 
pressed a desire to visit the United 
States and Consul General Lee offered 
to accompany him should ho desire to 
do so. 

DEAD WI THOUT A DOUBT. 

Three Raulita Dlnpoaed of by a Mob Down 
in Texaa. 

Bryan, Tex., June 11.— A mob of 
SOO men camo to town late last night 
and took out of jail Louis Whitehead 
and Georgo L. Johnson, who attempted 
to rape Dr. K. H. Wilson's daughter 
last Saturday. They also took out Jim 
Reddick, who had been sentenced to 
hang for raping an Italian woman, but 
whose case had been reversed by the 
court of appeals. 

They took tho victims three miles 
from town, where a big fire had been 
built, and another section of the mob 
awaited thoiu. The woods were picket- 
ed and an Assoesated Press reporter was 
not allowed to go to the scene. Men 
could be seen piling fagots on tho fire. 
It is not known whether they wore 
burned, but a man in from tho scene at 
midnight says all three men wore 
hanged to ono tree, Whitehoad confess- 
ing and the others professing innocence.

The woman, having heard that tho 
house was haunted, is ont into hysterics, 
from which she never recovered. Her 
reason began failing, und as a result of 
uu inquest she was adjudged a victim 
of acute mania. She grow suddenly 
Vroni and next day sho died.

A Large Hatch of other Mi-itsine* Huahed 
Through Hi" in; tin- Cfajajag HOUSS— Au 
Echo of the Chicago Strike ami Eugene 
Deb* 1 ImprUouuieut-I'ower* of a Judge 
Curtailed. 

Washington, June U,— Congress yes- 
terday settled its differences and by a 
joint resolut ion fixed upon 4 o'clock this 
afternoon for tho end of tho session. 
The agreement came late in the day, 
just us the prospec ts for adjournment 
were beginning to look dark, with both 
houses threatening to hold out all sum- 
mer before eith.T woultl yield a point to 
the other, with a bare quorum respond- 
ing to tho rollcalls and with a final 
flare of partisan political recrimina- 
tions. 

The victory, if there is one, rests with 
the senate, for its dozen amendments to 
the sundry civil bill making appropria- 
tions for public buildings in western 
cities were accepted gracefully by the 
house whilo house leaders still Insisted 
upon tho prerogative of their body to 
original appropriations. Both tactions 
to the contest over government aid to 
church institutions claimed to have 
prevailed in tho compromise of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia bill which continued 
for one more veur the disbursals to 
church charitable institutions coupling 
the extension with a declaration that 
the government treasury is to expend 
no more money in this field. 

A number of bills were pas?ed during 
the day in tho senate, Including the im- 
portant bill giving trial by jury and 
other safeguards in prosecution for con- 
tempt of court. The measure has beeu 
vigorously nrged by labor interests, par- 
ticularly railroad employes. It is the 
result of tho agitation resulting from 
tho imprisonment of Eugene V. Delis 
for contempt of an injunction issued ut 
the timo of tho Chicago strike. Tho 
bill as passed continues the power of 
summary punishment when an offense 
is committed in tho immediate presence 
of a judge. But in indirect contempts, 
such as violation of an injunction, the 
bill provides that tho accused shall be 
given a full hearing, with opportunities 
to summon witnesses ami offer a de- 
fense. An amendment was made by 
Mr. Cannon of Utah, giving the accused 
the right or trial by jury upon 
application. In case of conviction, an 
apjieal is provided to the supreme court. 
Senators Hill, Butler and Peffer sup- 
ported the bill, and Mr. Piatt opposed II 
us revolutionizing tho indicia] system, 
Tho bill increasing the pay of letter 
carriers was passed. It provides that 
after June 30 the pay of letter carriers 
in cities of more than 78,000 population 
for the first year of service shall be 
fGOO; second year, t?S0O; third year, $1.- 
000, nnd thereafter, 91,800; and after 
June 80. lSlKi, tho pay of letter carriers 
in cities of a population of under 75,000 
for tho first year of service shall bo 
$000; second year, #$00; third year and 
thereafter, $1,000. 

Tho bill receutly vetoed, increasing 
tho pension of Francis E. Hoover, was 
then placed on its passage over the veto, 
resulting, yeas 'M, nays'J, more than tho 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

Other bills wore passed as follows: 
To prevent tho shipment of litjuor un- 
der false labels; authorizing a bridge 
over the St. Louis river neat Dulnta, 
Minn.; authorizing a railroad bridge 
over tho Potomac river ut or near Great 
Fulls; authorizing tho appointment of a 
naval board to visit Navassa and Swan 
islands, West Indies, with a view to 
securing n site for a naval coaling sta- 
tion.

- An enormous 
amount of business was transacted hf 
the house yesterday in order to clear tho 
desks for tho final adjournment. Tho 
ubsenco of- Kem permuted members to 
pass bills in the closing horn's iu which 
they were vitally inte r es t ed.

KENTUCKY CROPS. 

What the Weather Bureau Says of 
the Outlook in Ita Weekly 

Report. 

(For the Week Ending June nth.] 
In order to give in detail a thorough 
review of weather conditions and their 
effects upon crops during the past week, 
it would be necessary to localize reports, 
since some correspondents in different 
sections complain of damages to crops 
from excessive rains, while others in 
adjacent or contiguous counties say the 
weather was all that could be desired. 
The most general complaint of excessive 
rainfall comes from the western counties, 
although the eastern and southern sec- 
tions are well checkered with districts of 
limited area in which some destruction 
has been wrought, either by too frequent 
showers or by heavy local rains. Farm 
work has been retarded even on the up- 
lands, and where the crops are not totally 
ruined by washouts in the low land, 
grass and weeds have sprung up, which 
can only be cleaned out by weeks of 
warm ami dry weather. 

The week opened with the tempera- 
ture slightly below the normal. Bain 
fell at some places on four successive 
days, and clouds prevailed generally over 
the State. The average rainfall in wes- 
tern counties was about 1.00 inch ; in the 
central, about .75, and in the eastern, 
1.10. During the latter part of the week 
the temperature rose above the normal, 
and the weather was generally clear. 

Western Kentucky.— This was the 
third week during which farm work had 
to be suspended for days at a time on ac- 
count of continuous rains in this section 
of the State. In many localities the 
effects of too much rain have been disas- 
trous to crops. Cornfields have become 
weedy and grassy to such an extent that 
some farmers say it will he impossible to 
clean them. Tobacco fields are in a 
similar condition. Considerable tobacco 
has been drowned in the low lands where 
the plants will have to be re-set. Some 
corn, too in these localities will have to 
be replanted. Wheat, which is being 
harvested, has improved somewhat in 
localities where it was not eubjected to 
the injurious iniluences of washouts. 
The grain is good, although the general 
condition of the crop is poor. Most fields 
are cut, except in counties where thresh- 
ing could not be prosecuted on account 
of heavy rains. Oats have improved and 
the crop is in generally good condition. 
Pastures and meadow's also show a 
marked improvement. Garden! have 
suffered from excessive moisture. Fruits 
are all well, except apples, which are 
falling from the trees. 

Central Kentucky.— Damage to crops 
in this section is not so general, the 
amounts of rainfall reported that were in 
excess of the normal being conlined to 
very limited areas. Enough rain, how- 
ever, has fallen to satisfy the farmers' 
wishes for a period of a week or more. 
Corn and tobacco Fullered mostly from 
the moisture in this section, although 
generally speaking both crops are in fair 
to good condition. Tobacco plants are 
all set, and making line growth, Here, 
too, weeds and grass are growing in the 
corn fields which farmers have been 
unable to plow. Wheat is about ready- 
to be cut, but its condition is far from 
encouraging. In some localities it ie 
effected with smut. Hay is not up to 
expectations. It is too wet to cut clover 
hay which is ripening and looks well. 
Hemp is growing nicely. Oats and 
grasses have improved. Gardens are 
good as a rule. Karly corn will ripen 
during the next week or ten days if sun- 
shine will prevail. Apples are falling 
from the trees, but with this exception 
fruits are in good condition. 

Eastern Kentucky.— This section lias 
derived the greatest benefit from the 
weather of the past week, except in a 
lew counties in the northern part of the 
State, the rainfall was just equal to the 

require op en ti of the crops. Only a few 

districts have to complain of weeds and 
grass taking possession of the corn fields. 
( ienerally speaking corn and tobacco are 
in excellent condition. Cut worms have 
been operating in this section, but their 
ravages have not been extensive. Wheat 
is in generally poor condition. It is be- 
ginning to ripen while the heads are yet 
very low. Oats, pastures and meadows 
show a marked improvement. Kven 
upon the uplands grasses have improved 
beyond what seemed possible a few 
wi cks ago. Gardens look well. Fruits, 
except apples, are plentiful and fine.

CYCLONE AND WA TERSPOUT. 
A Mexican Town Destroyed and Probably 
Fifty People Killed. 

City of Mexico, June 11.— Details of 
a cyclone which devastated the town of 
Topac, state of Jalisco, have jnst ar- 
rived. It was accompanied by a water- 
spout that detached from the sides of 
the mountains enormous masses of rock 
and earth, and mud was piled up in the 
streets of tho town to a depth of eight 
feet, and in some cases to the level of 
tho lower branches of trees in which 
tho inhabitants had climbed to escape 
the iuundiatiou of water and mud.
